'Approved' Pottstown program denied funding

The Governor’s Justice Commission has told the 
Pottstown Police Department it will not be getting 
the $12,800' funding; for a program that agency 
approved. Three other applicants were also turned 
away. 
Instead, all the commission’s money, $85,000, 
was tentatively granted to 'Lower Merlon Town­ 
ship, two of whose top ranked police officials are on 
the commission. 
The result will be that one Pottstown policeman 
will be laid off in September and the borough’s 
public relations program will cease. Pottstown 
Police Chief James E. 
Rodgers said he is ap­ 
pealing the decision . 
"They felt we had a sound program. That’s why 
they approved us,” Rodgers said. "But then they 
gave all the money to somebody else.” 
Sitting on the committee that cast a majority 


vote in favor of giving the money to Lower Merion 
is Salvatore Frustaci, captain of the Lower Merion 
Police. Frustaci said he did not want to vote on an 
application for his own community and told The 
Mercury he abstained. 
"My conscience is clear,” Frustaci said. 
"M anybody thinks I have acted unethically, I 
invite them to prove it.” 
But a justice commission source said Friday that 
Frustaci did vote. He first asked if he were allowed 
to, and then cast his vote, according to sources. The 
vote was 4 to 2 with the chairman of the committee 
abstaining. 
The decision of the subcommittee then goes to a 
vote of the entire regional council. Sources say it is 
little more than a rubber stamping ceremony. 
That vote is then submitted to a 17 person com­ 
mission in Harrisburg. One of its members is 


James McCaughey, superintendent of the Lower 
Merion Police. 
The commission comprises elected officials and 
what Harold Borek, field representative for the 
commission, terms practitioners. They are district 
attorneys and police officials, for example. They 
are appointed for a two year term. 
"How do you have a practitioner on there and 
preclude his office from applying?” Borek said. 
Rodgers said Friday that he applied to the 
governor for a position on the committee two years 
ago when he first became chief. He was rejected. 
In previous years the commission allocated the 
money by dividing the fixed sum it had among the 
applicants. Requests were greater than the com­ 
mission’s funds. So all applicants’ programs were 
trimmed and everyone "was extremely angry,”

14 miles from Isroets 
Syrians overrun 
Palestinian bases 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Syrian forces 
overran two Palestinian bases in southern Lebanon 
Sunday and shelled Palestinian-leftist positions, 
violating the Libyan-engineered truce, Palestinian 
leaders said. 
The drive through the southern Arkoub region, 
known as Fatahland because of the concentration 
A1 Fatah guerrilla bases there, brought the Syrians 
within 14 miles of Israeli positions. 
Military analysts in Tel Aviv said Syria had no 
apparent intention of threatening Israel. They said 
the Syrians were evidently using their mobile 
artillery and rocket units to open supply routes to 
besieged Syrian commandos near Sidon. 25 miles 
south of Beirut. 
Other Syrian troops, said to number 12,500 on 
Lebanese soil, remained fixed in positions 12 miles 
east of Beirut. 
In Damascus, Syrian Information Minister Ah­ 
med Iskandar told a news conference Syria intends 
to continue its intervention in Lebanon until peace 
is assured and President-elect Elias Sarkis takes 
over, no matter how long that takes. 
“When our troops intervened they did so in order 
to impose security and stability and create a 
favorable atmosphere for a political dialogue 
among the Lebanese,” Iskandar said. 
"When this is achieved, there will be no Syrian 
soldier in Lebanon, he said. 
Iskandar said Syria would welcome the presence 
in Lebanon of a pan-Arab peace force. 
"Syria not only welcomes these soldiers,” 
Iskandar said. "But it asks that they come as soon 
as possible.” 


With congressman riding shotgun 
Renegade wagon train aims for Valley Forge campsite

There’s smoke on the Bicentennial trail as the 
Texans ride on to Valley Forge and another Alamo. 
The officials of the Pennsylvania Bicentennial 
Commission sanctioned a cross country wagon 
train and have been billing their trek as good, 
clean, American fun. But they are storming now 
over a party crasher from Texas who refuses to 
play by the rules. 
Larry Watson, a vigilante wagon master from 
Lexington, Tex., left his home state last fall with 
seven covered wagons, one buggie and a cart with 
bicycle wheels. But he left without the permits and 


visas - standard modem day trail ammo - that the 
official train has packed. 
So the commission, whose train is being steered 
by a slick, center-city Philadelphia advertising 
agency, was pleased when Watson and his Bar-6 
Independent Wagon Train got banned from Valley 
Forge Park, which is where Bicentennial wagon 
trains are all headed these days. 
"I ain’t nothin’ but a poor boy from Texas,” 
Watson told The Mercury while camped at the 
Laurel Race Track in Maryland. "Why these 
people fight us, we just don’t know.” 
Watson said he’s going into the park with his 
band of 21 blue-jeaned rough riders - or he’s going 


to jail. 
Last week, commission officials clicked their air 
conditioners up a notch when bad news came back 
from the prairie. Watson got one of his homestate 
congressmen to ride shotgun on the Bar-6 wagon 
train. 
J.J. Pickle, a Democrat from Austin, pledged to 
support the unofficial train right into the park. 
"We’re going to lead the charge into Valley 
Forge,” said John Bender, an aide to Congressman 
Pickle. Bender said, however, he hoped to avoid a 
showdown prior to the entry into the park. 
Annamaria 
Malloy,-'chairman of the park 
commission, 
said Sunday night that she is 


"astounded” by Pickle and Watson, but that she is 
not backing down on her refusal to grant ad­ 
mission. 
"I suppose we should all begin to bake Mr. Waton 
a cake to take to him in jail,” Mrs. Malloy said. 
There is no room for Watson and his Bar-6 train, 
Mrs. Malloy said, He should have applied two years 
ago as the commission did, she said. Instead, 
Watson merely sent a letter less than a month ago 
ordering the park to make room, according to Mrs. 
M.alloy. Watson was banned by a vote of the 13- 
member commission. 
Officials of the sanctioned train, which is rolling

Volunteer firemen aren’t afraid to put 
their lives on the line, but Gov. Shapp won’t 
even put his signature on a dotted line, when 
it comes to giving them assistance. 
Last week the Governor vetoed Volunteer 
Firemen Legal Aid Legislation, after it won 
near unanimous support in the Senate (46-1) 
and unanimous backing in the House. 
The measure would provide legal aid to 
volunteer fire companies, ambulance and 
rescue squads for any lawsuits arising from 
their answering a call to any state-owned 
property. 
Sen. Edwin G. Holl, R- Montgomery, 
sponsor of the bill, called Shapp’s veto “a 
blatant and callous disregard for the well­ 
being of volunteer fire companies, am­ 
bulance and rescue squads.” 
What’s to be done? Holl is hoping to gather 
enough strength to override the veto. But 
what if he can’t? Must these companies still 
answer calls at stateowned institutions, 
risking their lives and possibly thousands of 
dollars in legal costs, after the Governor has 
turned his back on them? 
It’s difficult to believe the Governor 
doesn’t care about these 
generous 
in­ 
dividuals who give much of their time and 
energy 
into makingvolunteer fire com­ 
panies work. 
It’s equally difficult to believe that he’d 
allow these companies to sit out on a limb 
while they’re providing service to all these 
state-owned institutions. 
Maybe the Governor doesn’t understand 
the signif icance of the bill. 
Let’s hope Sen. Holl can muster enough 
steam to make the Governor open his eyes. If 
not, someday state institutions are going to 
find that they too are on their own, when it 
comes time to fight a fire.

League game, Randy Reppert 
got slightly out of position. 
So his coach hollered to the 
shortstop, telling him to get 
Randy’s attention. 
The shortstop threw a rock at 
Randy who looked toward the 
bench and spotted the coach 
waving his arms and motioning 
for him to move over. 
. 
He did and was ready to 
make the play. 
This coaching technique may 
seem a bit unusual, but it’s 
necessary in Randy’s case. 
The 11 year-old Bechtelsville 
boy is virtually deaf. 
In the three years he’s played 
Little League baseball, Randy, 
his teammates, and coaches 
have run into many similar 
problems. 
But, as with the second base 
fielding 
adjustm ent, 
they 
always seem to find solutions. 
Enough of the difficulties 
were overcome last year so 
that Randy’s team, the Cubs, 
won the minor league division 
championship 
with 
Randy 
being named most valuable 
player. 
He also was selected for the 
league’s all star team which 
took first place in a tournament 
with 
all 
star 
teams 
from 
various Little Leagues from the 


area. 
“It takes a couple of extra 
steps, but the message gets 
through to him,’’ said Randy’s 
mother during an interview at 
the Reppert’s Chestnut Street 
home. 
“ The 
important 
thing 
is 
communicating whether it’s by 
talking, sign language, or a 
little of both,” she added. “ As 
long as he’s shown how. he’ll 
probably be able to do it.” 
His know-how in sports, Mrs. 
Reppert 
noted, 
goes 
well 
beyond baseball. 
D e s p i t e 
the

deficiency which he’s had since 
birth. Randy played in the 
Biddy 
and 
Mites 
Football 
Leagues 
sponsored

He also plays basketball and 
is an ice and street hockey 
enthusiast. 
“He’ll play goalie when the 
kids have hockey games on the 
pond during the winter,” Mrs. 
Reppert said. “It’s one of his 
favorite 
sports. 
He’s 
even 
collecting 
these 
soda 
cans 
because they have pictures of 
the 
Philadelphia 
Flyer s’ 
players on them.” 
Randy, 
who 
attends 
the 
Pennsylvania School for the 
Deaf in Philadelphia, became 
involved 
in 
Little 
League 
baseball when he was eight. 
“He used to go over to the 
field with his brothers and fool

around 
while 
they 
were 
practicing,” 
Mrs. 
Reppert 
recalled. “ The coach let him 
help out during the practice 
sessions, and said he felt Randy 
might make a good ball player. 
He thought Randy could play, 
and that’s how it started. 
“It’s really been a matter of 
the coaches taking their time to 
help him along. We’ve gotten 
great help from them just as we 
have from the people in the 
schools he has gone to,” she 
continued. “I think he’s gotten 
as far as he has because these 
people have treated him like a 
normal person allowing him to 
participate 
in 
normal 
ac­ 
tivities. 
“It’s also Randy. He’s had no 
trouble getting along with the 
quote ’normal* kids. And he is 
also sports minded, and this 
helps him work in with the 
team.”

Mrs. Reppert said, he may try 
out for an American Legion 
baseball squad.

Adamson, a tow truck 
operator, and charged 
him with murder. Bolles

treated him at the scene 
of the bombing. 
Bolles, who had worked 
for The Arizona Republic 
since 1962, died at 11 a.m. 
Sunday, 11 days after a 
bomb exploded under the 
driver’s seat of his car. 


Dr. 
William 
Dozier 
said he was unsure of the 
exact cause of death, but 
he speculated either a 
blood clot or the spon­ 
taneous collapse of his 
lungs 
claim ed 
the 
newsman’s life. 
Doctors 
had 
fought 
desperately 
to 
Bolles’ 
life. 
They 
a mi puta ted 
'both his legs and one arm. 
in 
three 
s ep a ra te 
operations 
and 
were 
optimistic 
about 
his 
chances for survival as 
late as Saturday night. 
Dozier 
said 
Bolles’ 
c o n d i t i o n 
s t a r t e d 
deteriorating 
12 to 20 
hours before his death. 
The reporter’s condition 
had swung back and forth 


between very critical and

grave 
since 
the 
explosion. 
“ He put up the most 
couragous, heroic fight of

seen,” said Dozier, who

B o l l e s ' 
physician for 14 years.

surprised the doctors. 
Bolles had so many 
bleeding problems that 
the possibility of a blood 
clot developing seemed 
remote, Dozier said.

lived as long as he did. 
Bolles had been in ex­ 
cellent health prior to the 
blast, Dozier said. 
On June 2, Bolles left a 
note for fellow reporters, 
saying he was going to

Hotel to meet a. man 
na. med Job n Ad a m son, 
who

offered 
in­

Police said Bolles went 
to the hotel, where he 
received a telephone call 
in the lobby.

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Wealth of history provides rich 
background for nation's Flag Day 
Flag Day, observed 
today by proclamation of 
the President, and a state 
holiday in Pennsylvania, 
had its origin June 14. 
1777, almost a year after 
the adoption of the 
D eclaratio n of In­ 
dependence. 
It was on that date that 
the Continental Congress 
adopted a design for the 
national flag. 
It resolved that “The 
flag of the United States 
shall be 13 stripes, 
alternate red and white, 
with a union of 13 stars of 
white on a blue field, 
representing a new 
constellation.” 
The story that Betsy 
Ross had anything to do 
with the design and 
manufacture of the first 
flag, did not surface until 
almost a century later, 
when her grandson read 
a paper before the 
historical society of 
Pennsylvania. 
The story was that in 
June 1776, before the 
D eclaration of In­ 
dependence was adopted, 
Gen. George Washington 
and other committee 
members came to her 
shop on Arch 
Street, 
Philadelphia, and asked 
her to make a flag ac­ 
cording to a rough 
sketch. 
While that story has 
become part of United 
States legend, nowhere 
can any record be found 
of the appointment of a 
committee to design a 
flag in June 1776, or of the 
adoption of any flag by 
Congress until the first 
Flag Day. 


In fact, the only record 
of any flags made by 
B etsy Ross is at 
Harrisburg, a voucher 
dated May, 1777, for 14 
pounds for making flags 
for the Pennsylvania 
navy. 
The first national flag, 
with its 13 stripes and 13 
stars was based on the 
continental or Grand 
Union flag, which was in 
use earlier, especially by 
the navy. 
It consisted of 13 red 
and w hite strip es 
alternating, but with the 
English and Scottish 
crosses of St George and 
St. Andrew in a blue field. 
Although the 13 stars 
are usually pictured as 
being arranged in a 
circle, there was no rule 
governing that con­ 
figuration and thus no 
uniformity. 
Some flags have 12 
stars in a circle and one 
in the center, others had 
three horizongal rows of 
four, five and four.

The famous 76 flag, 
with a semi-circle of 
s t a r s a r ound the 
numerals 76, was the first 
Stars and Stripes flown in 
battle by land forces in 
the battle of Bennington, 
Vt., in August, 1777, and 
hence known also ase 
Bennington flag. 
It is still preserved in 
the North Bennington 
Museum, its outer stripes 
white instead of red. 
The flag’s design 
re m a i ned inch a nged in 
terms of number of stars 
and stripes until 1794. 
when Congress voted to 
add two stripes and two 
stars for the admission of 
Vermont and Kentucky. 
That flag remained in 
effect from 1795 until 
1818, when five more 
states were added, and so 
Congress voted the flag 
should contain 13 stripes 
representing the 13 
original states, and that a 
star for each new state 
should be added on the 


July 4 folio wing its ad­ 
mission to the union. 
The configuration of 50 
stars became official on 
July 4,1960. 
A flag code was 
adopted by the National 
Americanism Com mittee 
of the American Legion.

Phoenixville man is indicted on embezzlement charge, hearing set 
Joseph George Pignoli, 
639 Parkview Drive, 
Phoenixville, former 
“ maintenance man for two 
Phoenixville low-income 
housing projects, was 
indicted last week by a 
Philadelphia federal 
grand jury on one count 
of embezzlement. 
PI g n o1 i * s hearing 
before a U. S. Magistrate 
will be late this week. 
He was allegedly 
caught em bezzling 
tenants’ rents, which, as 
collector for the Chester 
C o u n t y H o u s i n g 
•Authority, included 
money to be turned over 


to the Federal Depart­ 
ment of Housing and 
Urban Development. 
He confessed, resigned 
his maintenance job and 
paid back "almost all" of 
the $9,500 from his 
pension and vacation 
plans and bond money, 
said Mrs. Martha King, 
s e creta ry of t he 
authority. That was 
about six months ago, 
said 
Lawrence Wood, 
authority attorney. 
The indictment came 
after a five-month in­ 
vestigation by the FBI, 
said Richard Galli, first 
deputy U. S. attorney. 


Galli declined to say who 
began the investigation. 
"You can take the fact 
that the money was paid 
back, but that does not 
take away the fact that a 
crime was committed,” 
said Galli. 
Galli explained the 
indictment was begun 
because "we have to get 
the case into criminal 
justice.” He indicated a 
district court judge could 
sentence Pignoli to no 
fine or probation up to a 
$10,000 fine and 10 years 
in prison. 
But the "fact of 
prosecution is very 


important in our 
opinion,” said Galli. "In 
many cases, it is not a 
criminal condition, but it 
still would be on that 
person’s record.” 
Galli explained the 
primary purpose behind 
the federal prosecution is 
to insure something is on 
Pignoli's criminal 
record. 
Wood said he was 
unaware Pignoli was 
going to be prosecuted. 
After the authority 
discovered the missing 
rents, Wood said he 
talked to Pignoli and 
"Pignoli offered to make 


the shortages up." 
Wood and Pignoli 
signed an agreement the 
money would be paid 
back six months ago, said 
Wood, and "from that 
point I* heard nothing 
more from the case. ” 
Mrs. King said the FBI 
interviewed her last year 
and at that time, there 
was a question of what 
the courts would decide 
on whether low-cost 
housing project rent 
money actually belonged 
the the Federal Depart­ 
ment of Housing and 
Urban Development. 
She said she was 


astonished at the in­ 
dictment, saying "out­ 
side of dipping into the 
rents, he was an 
ex­ 
cellent employe. He did 
all he could and more to 
help the tenants..” 
The authority noticed 
money was missing 
around May, 1975, when 
it questioned tenants 
about overdue rent. The 
tenants at King Terrace 
and a 25-family unit in 
Phoenixville proved they 
paid the rent with can­ 
celed checks. 
Galli explained Pignoli 
would be prosecuted, 
rather than be given 
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deferred prosecution 
"because in most cases 
we would move for 
deferred prosecution 
before the indictment. ” 
"When you think of all 


the people running loose 
w h o n e v e r g e t 
prosecuted, it gets you a 
little uptight to think of 
what happened to Joe,” 
said Mrs. King.

Gray is the pubic relations vice president for 
Aitken~K.yn.ett, the Philadelphia advertising firm 
who got 'the commission’s wagon train, account. 
But according to' Mrs. Gray, a West Chester 
woman, Watson’s antics down along' the tra l in 
.Louisiana, discredited 'the official train. 
'“He sent a. girl ahead of his train trying to get 
money in. what you might call an abbreviated 
outfit,’’ Mrs. Gray said... Somebody thought she was 
part of the official train and calls 'began, pouring 
into Pennsylvania. 
No way, said Watson. Sunny Fox. the girl in the 
allegedly abbreviated clothing, “always wears 
jeans and. a shirt, and a scarf.” She and. Cricket 
Harmon are the public relations officials for the 
Barm. 
Red. tape comes in other forms as well, Watson 
has learned. While passing through Washington,, 
D.C., the Bar-6; was ambushed by the U.S. Humane 
Society, which claimed Wat,son’s horses were sick. 
.According to commission officials, two of Watson's 
horres were impounded.

Riding along with the official 'train will be an 
estimated 156' to 266' independent wagons which are 
looking for room to camp near, but not in the park. 
The official '66 will camp for a week, the rest must 
find lodging elsewhere. 
Bob Graver, project director for Aitken-Kynett, 
is having his own troubles finding room for the 
approved independent wagons riding with, the of­ 
f ic i a l . 
A tentative watering hole was found at the Old 
Tally Ho ton on Route 262 to Tredyffren Township. 
But police said the Valley Forge Music Fair was 
having a. .perform, a nee when the 'train was 
scheduled to roll to, This would cause traffic 
congestion. 
Watson was offered a chance to ride along with 
'the official 'train., as one of 'the independents, but he 
declined and countered: 
“That other train can join us. We won’t charge 
"'em, nothin* but we can’t feed 'em .”1 
Watson said he has dumped $16,287 of his own 
money into the trip that has brought him 3,566 
miles since Sept 12. He promised his own people 


three meals a. day, and a ride back home. The of­ 
ficial 'train pays its people an honorarium. 
The Bar 6 gives no rehearsed performance, 
Watson said, “just some local folks come out and 
play a little gee-tar.” 
The lack of Watson’s money has given rise to 
some of the contentions. Mrs. Gray said the wagon 
train debacle “takes a heck of a lot of money.” 
“Obviously, Mr., Watson is not going to have the 
same kind, of organization we have.” Mrs, Gray 
accused, the Bar-6 of having '“commercial tie-ins,” 
whereas all signs of commercialism are absent 
from the official train, she said. 
But Watson, who claim.s to have been planning 
his trip four years, ever since he drove a heard of 
cattle from Sanatone, Tex., to Dodge City, Kan., is 
filing his own complaints of commercialism, 
“We’re just try in’ to prove that America is still 
America, that you don’t need, the government or 
the state or big corporations behind you.” 
Watson, who will return to his little ranch and1 
couple of dump tracks some time after the 
showdown, said the Bar-6’s reception along the 
trail has made it seem “like there’s not. a bad 
person to, the whole country, though we know 
better.” 
“You just ask for1 the he’p of the people like we 
done and they’ll sho’ help you,” Watson said. 
The Bur-6’s itinerary calls for a Mason Dixon 
crossing 16 a.m. June 21, the same time of day he 
has crossed all. state lines. Unconfirmed reports 
make the bonier Watson’s first major hurdle to 
Valley Forge since police have barred him from 
Pennsylvania highways. 
That’s not the kind of spirit America, should show 
at its own birthday party.

“The mistake we made last year,” said Bonk, 
“was splitting up the pie to make every'body happy. 
But we ended up with a bunch of ineffective 
programs.” 
The criteria for ranking the programs, according 
to Borek, is based on general guidelines issued to 
all the applicants. One parameter is whether the 
program is beginning or continuing. 
Borek said a beginning program gets priority 
since the comm.mission grants are intended, to 
launch infant programs, not sustain older ones. 
Pottstown’s program, is going into its. second year. 
'Lower Merlon’s is beginning. 
Chief Rodgers said he does not agree with, that 
criterion. “'Which would you rather have? .An. 
approved program., or one that hasn’t 'been 
tested?”1 lodgers asked. Pottstown received its 
starter grant, from, the commission last year. 
Tredyffren Township, rated, second, asked for 
funding to continue its. program. Each of the rest, 
Haverford Township, Fails Township and Lower 
Merlon, are proposed first year plans, 
The other criteria concern the programs’ impact 
on developing with the existing police force, Borek 
said. 
“'Pottstown emphasized education and the public 
relations component,” Borek said. '"'They stressed, 
awareness of what the police are there to do. They 
proposed a good number of public speaking 
engagements with business groups and. in, schools.’"’ 
Lower Merion’s plan, according to Captain 
Frusta,ct. Is one that “ addresses the fear crimes.:, 
rape', robbery and burglary.’"’ 
“The program has teeth to it, It’s not. a, matter of 
just talking in high schools,” Frustaci said. 
According to the 'Lower Merion captain, his 
program involves a five man, team following up 
crime with interviews of victims. 'The victims aré 
advised, how they could have prevented the crime. 
Other aspects include citizen involvement through 
CB radios and organization of citizen involvement 
in. crime reporting. 
Borek said all, the comm/unities were told what 
the com/mission wanted to terms of the ideal 
program. The amount of money in the pot was also 
public knowledge, Borek. said. 
But Rodgers said that was one significant bit of

Carter eyes New York while Reagan reduces Ford lead

Jimmy Carter looked 
toward New York as he 
pressed to wrap up the 
Democratic presidential 
nomination while Ronald 
Reagan, in weekend 
delegate selection, 
continued to whittle away 
at President Ford's 
narrow lead in the race 
for the GOP nomination. 
Reagan and Ford are 
still locked in battle for 
the GOP nomination, 
with both predicting 
v icto ry . A fter 19 
delegates were chosen at 
the Missouri state GOP 
convention, the count 
stood at 965 for Ford and 
866 for Reagan. It will 
take 1,190 delegates to 
win the nomination, 
Newsweek magazine 
reported Sunday that a 
survey compiled by its 
correspondents indicated 
Ford will go to the con­ 
vention with 1,160 
delegates and Reagan 
with 1,089.

By The Associated Pm i 
A well-behaved crowd 
of up to 130,000 jammed 
John F . K e n n e d y 
Stadium, in Philadelphia 
for a rock concert during 
the weekend, but in 
Pittsburgh, a similar 
event resulted in more 
than 250 injuries. 
At least four persons 
w ere ad m itted to 
hospitals with injuries 
suffered during the seven 
hour concert at Three 
R i v ers St a dium,. One 
woman was struck by a 
c h e r r y 
b o m b 
firecracker; a man 
suffered fractures of the 
nose and pelvis; and 
another woman had a 
broken elbow. 
A stadium spokesman 
estimated the crowd at 
more than 54,000 but 
police put the attendance 
as high as 70,000. 
Many of the injuries 
occurred while rock fans 
waited for the gates to 
open at 4:25 p.m. 
Saturday, five minutes 
before the start of the 
concert, which featured 
Point Blank, Aero Smith, 
a hard rock from few 
England, and Z.Z. Top, a 
rock and boogie group 
from, Texas. 
The majority of the 
injured were treated for 
cuts received from 
broken glass when bot- 
tlethrowing erupted, 
drug overdoses and 
firecracker burns, ac­ 
cording to a nurse at the 
stadium ’s first aid 
station. 
In Philadelphia, 
policemen said the crowd 
at the first “Spirit of 
Summer ’76“ concert 
was well-mannered and 
caused no sp ecial 
problems. 
“People seem to be 
enjoying themselves,’’ 
said Police Inspector 
Thom, as RoselU. "That’s 
what they’re here for.” 
Kennedy Stadium seats 
105,000, but Roselli and 
other police officials 
Saturday estimated the 
standing-room audience 
at 130,000. The crowd 
came to hear Yes, a 
popular rock group, and 
British st a r Peter 
Frampton.
